(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wasem et al. 

Wasem et al. show a foundry plant comprising a mold making area and a molten 
metal casting area. The foundry plant is further provided with a storage area 124 
for cores and a storage area 44 for completed molds between the molding area 
and the casting area. Thus, Wasem et al. show the concept of providing storage 
area for finished foundry articles in a foundry plant. In short, Wasem et al. 
substantially show the invention as claimed except that they do not show to 
provide a multi-story warehouse for storing various foundry articles. However, it 
would have been obvious for those of ordinary skill in the casting art to provide 
an appropriate storage space, whether a single story or multi-story, in the foundry 
plant of Wasem et al. for storing the finished foundry article and any foundry 
equipment wherever it deemed necessary to facilitate the foundry operation. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed September 28, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant's main argument is in that the examiner failed to provide a teaching or 
suggestion for the claimed feature. However, as noted from the figure 1a of 
Wasem et al. the storage areas 124 and 44 are surround by the mold making, 
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the mold assembling, and the transferring mechanism. It would have been 
obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art that shall the storage space is not 
enough in the storage areas 124 and 44 for the core and mold, more space must 
be acquired in the vertical direction, i.e. build a high-rise building, since there is 
not much available land in the horizontal directions.
